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REMARKS 

Claims 1-52 are pending in the present application. 

Applicants would like to thank Examiner Jung for the telephone conversation on January 
26, 2007. As discussed in that conversation, Applicants have amended claim 8 to insert an 
inadvertently omitted comma between "biotin" and "streptavidin." One of skill in the art would 
recognize this as an obvious typographical error. Further support for this amendment can be 
found in the specification as filed, e.g., at page 17, lines 22-24; page 18, lines 8 to 14; and page 
20, lines 22-25. No new matter has been added. 

Response to Restriction Requirement 

Responsive to the action mailed November 29, 2006, Applicants elect the invention of 
Group I, claims 1-25. The election is made with traverse, insofar as Applicants retain the right to 
rejoin the claims in Groups II and III upon a finding that the claims of Group I are patentable.
